HVA properties in Erfurt, Pirna, Prora, <eithain, Grossenhain, and 
Leipzig are to be repaired or enlarged. In Prora there are to be 

a total of five barracks for the Volkspolizei, while the Grane — 
Kaserne in Pirna, until recently the property of the Landespeliz:i- 
behtrde, is to be rebuilt. To date, however, the chiefs of Abteil- 
ungen which will be affected by the expansion have not been toid 
how the plan is to be implemented. 


6. On 28 October 1950, Chef Inspektevr Hans von Weech instructed Inspektenu: 
Robert Hoffmann to put three trueks at the disposal of Objekt Halle to 
transport building materiel.* Iater in the day, Inspekteur Treessler 
informed Abtellung Kraftfahrwesen that the trucks ware to be pro- 
vided by the three units in Korhstedt. They were to be collected 
on 30 October 1950 by drivers irom Halle. Also on 28 October, 

Oberrat Bomhever of Abteilung Ver»fleguig was instructed by von 
Weech to arrange to send rations for 20 men to Halle. Heitsch 

later told Bomwheuer that Baurat Grund, vith a staff of 15 to 20 men, 
is at work in Halle. 


7. On 25 October 1950, Heitsch informed a member of Abteilung Kraft- 
fabrwesen that a Motorisierte Abteilung is to be formed. Its trans- 
port is to consist of the 150 trucks recently delivered to the HVA, 
and a staff of 360 drivers and mechanics will be provided.
